From Pte. M.N. Lyle. 

Perhaps it might be of interest if 
Isketched briefly our journey from 
Camp Hughes to Seaford, England. 
We left the former place Oct. 26th. 
We were allowed off the train at 
Winnipeg for half an hour or so, a 
large number of boys having friends 
and relatives to bid farewell. 
Through Ontario we stopped and 
detrained at Fort William, North 
Bay and Ottawa. In the two form- 
er places we hada march around 
the streets. In the latter place, the 
reason for detraining are perfectly 
obvious—none other than to be in- 
spected.. We marched up to the 
Parliament Buildings and were in- 
spected in front of the library and 
the partly poised new buildings. 
Licut-Gen. Sir Sam Hughes and 
Premier Borden were the important 
members of the staff that inspected 
us. 


Truro, N.S. was the last place w we 
had nchance tomareh in Canada 
for at Halifax we detrained and em- 
barked immediately afterward. 

We left Halifax Novy. 1st on H. 
M.I’. Southland. Besides our bat- 
talion we had the 142nd Batt. from 
London, Ont. on board. We. were 
in company with three other troop 
ships, viz: ‘Empress of Britain’? 
*‘Coronna’? ‘ ‘Lapland. W) 
escorted by a cruiser. Our transport 
was rather slow. consequently our

Of course, we had to have some 
excitement on board so one day the 
rumor spread that we were not far 
away from German warships. This 
came, so I heard, from the ship’s 
barber. Nevertheless there was 


Ys} something real the morning of the 


day-we landed. About a.m. we 
came in contact with a Hun_ sub- 
marine. The engines were reversed 
and our course changed for half an 
hour. Our escort which for the last 
day was torpedo boat destroyer No. 
$5, gave chase and nothing happen- 
ed as far as we know. 


We landed safely at Liverpool on 
Nov. iOth. The same evening, 
after we had had lunch ata tea 
room on the dock, we entrained and 
reached the camp at Seaford early’ 
next morning. This camp is situat- 
ed on the south coast of England 
about sixty miles fron London. 
Here we are quartered in the so- 
called ‘““huts.”?) These accommo- 
date about thirty men each, and are 
quite comfortable 


All Canadian — battalions are now 
being broken up when they reach 
the old country. Our Batt. like 
others was split up at first. But 
since our inspection by the General 
(Camp Commandant) we have been 
put together again. Wedon’t know 
if we will remain as a unit perma- 
nently, but asa thorough, efficient 
hattalion we have reasons for hoping 
so. : 


This camp is the final training 
camp. All drafts leave here. The 
P.P.C.8.1, have their depot at Sea- 
ford, There are several of the Batt. 
who were with usat Camp Hughes, 


now in training here—some in 
drafts ready to proceed to France 


and others split up with different 
units from Canada.

Town lots, 
mining claims, natural gas and oil 
wells, patents, are all means. of 
enticement, all the more alluring 
since the risk which accompanies 
them is hidden more or less honest- 
ly under the name of some master 
of finance, or by an advertiesment 
cleverly inserted in a conspicuous 
place in a newspaper of wide cir- 
culation. It is a veritable scourge, 
a plague. One must live in the 
conntry and hear the wails of the 
victims, to grasp the whole situa- 
tion. . I donot think that I exagger- 
ate when I declare that in the one 
country where I live, $100,000 and 
more have simply been thrown 
away by our farmers. Some of 
these, seized by a fatal frenzy, have

Demand for Seed Oats.

The past unfavorable season in 
Ontario and Western Quebec has 
created a strong demand for seed 
oats which may be met by the 
special No. 1 Canadian Western 
seed oats. This seed grade is 
provided only at. the Government 
interior terminal clevators — at 
Saskatoon, Moose Jaw and Calgary, 
Carlots of oats inspected into these 
elevators are binned. separately if 
they can be cleaned: for seed with a 
limited dockage. The warchouse 
receipts issued give.the, commercial 
grade and are marked ‘Suitable for 
Seed’? subject to the dockage re- 
quired. It is anticipated tnat the 
seed grain will command a bonus of 
2 or 3 cents per bushel over the 
commercial grade. Oat growers 
and dealers are well advised to take 
advantage of this service.

organizations in Ontario, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta, and

farmers, who will stand for that 
platform, be nominated as can- 
didates in every rural constituency. 
Further, the council went on record 
as being opposed to the farmers’ or- 
ganizations making any organized 
effort along political lines. 

A special subcommittee was ap- 
pointed to draft the platform. Free 
trade and free wheat will be planks 
in the platform, which will deal with 
tariff along the lines of presentation 
made to the Dominion government 
by the Canadian Council — of 
Agriculture in 1918,

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The _ Wholesale Depletion of 
Poultry Laying and Breeding 
Stock not Warranted Under 
Present Conditions 


Seemed 


Judging from unprecedentedly 
heavy deliveries of poultry on the 
central, eastern markets so early in 
the season, it would appear that 
farmers and producers generally are 
not only dopleting their flocks un- 
warranably but. also rushing them 
to the market in an unfinished 
condition, As a result, the current 
price of chickens is much. below 
normal value at the present time, 
in comparision with the prices of 
other meats. This is directly due 
to the overloading of the market. 


The presence of pullets and young 
fowl has also been noted in many 
shipments. This is most  un- 
fortunate considering’ the price of 
eggs. The very firm prospect for 
the profitable marketing of all 
poultry products points to the 
necessity of conserving in every 
possible way all suitable laying and 
breeding stock. Unless this is done 
there will be but little poultry left 
in a short time on the farms in the 


central eastern portion of the 
country. Tiven though feed is 


scarce and high, it would pay 
farmers well to finish the birds 
before offering them for sale and 
spread their deliveries over a longer 
period. 

Current. receipts to date have 
consisted mainly of live poultry. 
The season is now sufficiently 
advanced. however, to warrant moré 
liberal shipments of dressed poultry. 
In light of the fact. that there will 
be a considerable. movement of 
Canadian poultry to Great Britain, 
it is of the utmost importance ‘that 
all poultry. killed-on~the -farms,-in 
addition to being well finished, be 
properly killed and dressed. ‘The 
British market, in fact all large 
markets prefer poultry bled in the 
mouth and dry picked. While 
killing by dislocation may be pre- 
ferred by some, the presence of 
blood in the neck and the resultant 
discoloration make it unsuitable for 
storage or export purposes. 

Proper and complete bleeding is 
most essential. Sometimes the 
arteries of the neck are not com- 
pletely severed, the bird fails to 
bleed properly, with the result that 
the carcass takes on a_ reddish 
appearance. . With proper attention 
to details, 4 useful reputation for 
Canadian poultry can besestablished 
on the British market this year. 
It is of the greatest importance, 
therefore, that, all poultry marketed 
be well-finished, well bled and 
dressed and packed in the most 
attractive manner possible.

Death of Mr. David McNtcoll.

of his ‘death, the 
life of the late first 
vice-president. of 
the C. PR. is a‘ 
fascimating study.; 
Many men have 
abilities high as 
thowe that were 
Posasesaeed by 
‘David MeNicoll, |. 
but few men can: 
apply themselves 
to the exertions: 
that are needed 
for the develop- 
ment of abilities’ 
as beapplied him-— 
self. At an early 
age he saw his 
life work before | 
him as plainly as: 
one might see a 
great ladder 
standing against 
a wall, % 

Little is known of David McNicol! the child and schoolboy, but in 1866— 
the year the Fenians invaded Canada from the United States—we are told 
that the lad, then aged 14 years, took up the post of clerk with the North 
British Rafiway Company in Scotland and i. 1873 he got a position as clerk 
with the North Midland Railway Company. 

In 1874 the young railway clerk came to Canada, and at twenty-two years old 
young MeNicoll was lucky enough to get a humble position on the Northern 
Railway, which ran’ from Toronto to Collingwood, in Ontario. At the latter 
mentioned little town he was billing clerk for a year, and then went to To- 
ronto where he was installed as chief clerk in the office of the general 
manager of the Toronto, Grey and Bruce Railway, © _ The year 1882 
brought him another‘change, for then he became general freight and passen- 
ger agent. About this period the C. P. R. was laying steel across ‘the 
Dominion of Canada’and people were beginning to awaken to the wonderful 
possibilities of the Canadian Pacific. McNicoll was one of those who saw a 
great future for this railroad, and in 1883 he obtained an appointment in the 
service of the company as general freight and passenger agent for the 
Hastern and Ontario Division. Promotion came rapidly for in 1889 he was 
made General Passenger Agent for all the lines, both railroad and steamship. 
There was a still further recognition of his worth in 1896 when he took up 
the duties of Passenger Traffic Manager for. the entire system. The height of 
his advancement was not attained even in 1899 when he was given the im- 
portant role of/Assistant General Manager, for the following year he fourd 
himself Second ':Vice-President and General Manager. The first vice-presi- 
dentship was taken up by him in 1903, and in 1906 he was made a director. 
Owing to ill health'in'1914 this distinguished railroad career was brought to 
4 close, and Mr.’ David McNicoll retired, having left behind him a record that 
it would be dificult to beat. 

Such is the story of the dates of the advancements of the man who is 

j now no more, Looking back on his. career we can only see the marks of the 
bounds he made—the energies that prompted his rapid movements are hidden 
from us; only those who labored with him and observed his labors can tell 
of his ambition, and the struggles—the long days of tireless thought, of 
guiding zealously and of taking guide cheerfully—which were the forces that 

drove the engine. ‘of his ambition, :T! 
~ MeN{coll always nioved ‘without; making an audible puff: 

This man, who took a big part’in the malting of a gigantic enterprise, 
was the possessor of a strong individuality and a manner none of which was 
taken from the manner of others, ‘In all that claimed his attention he was 
most sympathetic; he toiled in quietude and after he had finished arduous 
work he did not tell his friends:that he had been working hard. He en- 
deavored to make his own particular business perfect, and he wanted all who 
worked in connection with him: to have aims similar to his own, To those 
above him he imparted business ideas and expounded policies that might lead 
towards new expansions, If he were exacting at times, he was always just. 
It is true that there were occasions on which his demeanor was brusque, but 
brusqueness is often the cover for a soft heart; with him it was frequently 
the beginning of kindness, 

The office of Mr. McNicoll was one of the most pleasant of offices in 
Montreal, and there the first vice-president used to sit in a swivel chair which 
allowed him to change his pose as he changed the thoughts which he pre- 
sented to these who'came to speak with him, There was none of the swell 
nbout him; he was;a’ plain man, usually wore dark clothes, and his attitude 
was always unostentatious. He was able to pack a large bundle of. wisdom 
{nto a small sheaf of words, and he was as practical in his conversation ng in 
his work.’ There were few questions with regard to the general details of 
the C. P. R. which he could not answer extemnore. 

David McNicol! did not sit brooding over the difficulties that came in his 

, path; he surmounted them; his energy made his memorial, Stamped his 
eulogy on the chart of time. 

His remains were interred at Montreal on Tuesday.
